THE DEFECT OF AMERICA. 
PRESIDENTIAL AND MINISTERIAL GOVERNMENTS 
COMPARED. 

Tue American revolution has been considered excessively in 
various aspects, but there is one aspect in which it has not 
been sufficiently considered. The South have adopted from 
the North the vital principle of the constitution of what was 
the Union, and it is not too much to say that this principle con- 
tains an essential defect which bas much contriboted to the 

successful rupture of the Union. 

Free Governments are of necessity divided into two 
classes, which may be called the Ministerial and the 
Presidential. Minor differences may be for this purpose 
disregarded, since minute ramifications will of necessity 
arise’in the various circumstances of different countries, 
but the essential contrast remains. In Ministerial Govern- 
ments the supreme Executive is appointed by the Legis- 
lative Assembly ;—in Presidential Governments the Execu- 
tive claims directly under the people, as it alleges and boasts, 
and is specially elected by the nation at large. Thetype of 
Ministerial Government is the English: the type of Presi- 
dential Government is the American. With the aid of re- 
cent events, a little consideration will show that the latter 
method is radically inferior to the former,—although, being, in 
appearance at least, free to choose, the Southern Confederacy 
have selected it in preference to the former. There are 
three most effective causes of inferiority. 

First. The choosers under a Ministerial system are much 
better than in the Presidential. A Legislative Chamber is 
always a select body, even under the worst system of election, 
far excelling the electing body from which it emanated. On 
the average it has always better education, higher social 
position, more first-hand. conversancy with public affairs. 
The latter especially it has always. A Legislative Chamber 
close to the scene of action is necessarily more conscious of the 
exact nature of public business, is more alive to the evident 
issue of proximate national decisions than the country at 
large can be. A Parliament, when it selects its ruler, 
does so with a full cognisance of the real importance of what 
it is doing. A nation rarely candoso. When very great 
principles are at stake,—when the best national mind is 
thoroughly roused,—the selection may be good. The Ame- 
ricans chose General Washington in preference to George the 
Third, and they chose well,, Bot when the public mind is 
unexcited,—when there is no great event to stimulate it,— 
when, political transactions are not so large as to awaken dif- 
fused feeling and diffused imagination,—the nation en masse 
is indifferent.. It is not so much a bad judge as no 
judge. It has simply no opinion on the matter in hand, 

| In. consequence it judges at random ; or rather, like a large 
constituency fin Parliamentary counties, like the borough 
of Finsbury or Lambeth, it. is apt to fall into the hands of 
electioneering associations. It is too large to be canvassed, 
or managed, or personally solicited by the candidate. And 
as-some elective apparatus, some choosing machinery, some 
mode of saying who shall vote for whom is necessarily requi- 
site, a perpetual one is created, which chooses, not for patriotic 
reasons, but for corrupt reasons. The popular mind is at sea; 
it cannot elect for itself; and it falls into the guidance of profes- 
sional electors (President-makers is the American word), 
| who choose, not for the best reasons, but for the worst,—not 
for what the elected man will do, but for what they them- 
selves will get. The vast unorganised popular constituency 
follows these licensed managers like sheep, as on a much 
emaller and more manageable scale one of the best of our 
metropolitan constituencies obeyed the fiat of its managers in 
the choice of. Mr Roupell. 

And, secondly, even if the electors under the two forms of 
| Government were equally competent,—even if a skilled 
| assembly at the centre of politics were on a levelin inherent 
capabilities with a scattered unskilful people,—it would not 
be less true that in accidental opportunities the assembly is 
far superior to the people. The House of Commons sees 
Lord Palmerston every day ; the American people never saw 
Mr Lincoln at all. The choice of a Parliament is made 
necessarily and naturally from its marked leaders, its 
authoritative heads of parties, its most prominent and busi- 
ness-like members. The Prime Minister under a Parliamen- 
tary Government must, it has been said, have these qualities. 
“A Prime Minister under a Parliamentary constitution

It is a deliberative assembly, whose forms are contrived to 
promote due consideration and to expedite careful decision, 
If new circumstances arise, it can judge of them when they 
happen ; if there is no change, they need come to no new or 
formal decision, They have a perpetual and latent power of 
ready choice which is always in reserve. If Lord Pal 
merston should be unequal to a sudden exigency, 
we can seek elsewhere; we can in that exigency 
find, by the choice and intervention of Parliament, a new 
ruler more precisely fit for it. Buta large nation, such as 
only we need consider in modern times, cannot be continually 
choosing its rulers, and cannot change them at a suddep 
emergency. A Presidential election at uncertain intervals 
would be an impossibility.

-All this is true, and a considerable percentage must 

be allowed-on these accounts. 
But, on ‘the other hand, it must be remembered, first, that 
i this cotton, being much more expensive than formerly, will 
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be used more economically and worked up more closely— 
made to go further in effect ;—secondly, that certain imper- 
fect substitutes, especially waste flax, are being employed 
along with the regular staple, and displace a perceptible, 
though not perhaps any large, portion of it ;—thirdly, that 
the cotton which, in ordinary and cheap years, was exten- 
sively used to mix with woollen and flax goods, is, now that 
it has become more costly, not wanted for that purpose, and 
is, therefore, available for its legitimate objects ;—and 
Jourthly, that Indian cotton, requiring more manipulation 
than the superior American fibre, employs more hands, or 
employs an equal number for a longer time. It needs more 
cleansing and more carding, and it must be spun (and often 
wovev) on machinery going at a slower speed. How far all 
these considerations may in the aggregate counterbalance 
those on the other side it is not easy todo more than con- 
jecture. 


THE LIVERPOOL VIEW OF MARITIME LAW. 
Ir is highly creditable to the Liverpool merchants that they 
can distinguish so clearly between the sacrifices which com- 
merce must make to the higher national interests and those 
which are not thus demanded from it. Last week the 
Liverpool Chamber of Commerce passed, by a majority of 23 
to 14, a resolution against memorialising the Government to 
use its influence for the interdiction of commercial blockades 
by the maritime law of nations. This week they have re- 
jected by a large majority the resolution “ that it is inexpe- 
“dient to prosecute further at present the exemption of 
‘“‘ private property at sea, intimately connected as it is with 
“* the law of blockade, and others incident to a state of war- 
“ fare, upon which this Chamber seems indisposed to commit 
“‘ itself to any deliberate opinion without further considera- 
“tion”; and they will doubtiess reject next week Mr Spence’s 
still stronger resolution in the same direction, which would, 
in fact, go to affirm that there is no distinction between 
the policy of abolishing commercial blockades and the policy 
of exempting private property at sea from capture, We are, 
we confess, surprised that so clear-headed a man as Mr 
Spence should give his authority to so foolish a proposition. 
He is of course well aware that neutral ships are not now 
allowed to break a commercial blockade, although even enemies’ 
property in neutral ships is exempt from capture on the high 
seas. What sense can there be then in denying that it is 
a tenable policy to put the private ships of the enemy in 
exactly the same position as that in which we have already put 
the ships of neutrals,—to give them neither more nor fewer, 
neither greater nor less, privileges than the principles of the 
treaty of Paris have already awarded to neatral ships. 
Why should this exemption of enemies’ private ships 
from general capture strike at the policy of commercial 
blockades at all, more than the exemption of neutral ships 
front’ general capture? If the maritime law agreed upon 
at Paris has not sapped the principle of commercial 
blockades, neither need this natural corollary from it sap the 
principle. The ground on which we have always argued the 
exemption of private property at sea is simply this,—that, 
granted the treaty of Paris, there remains no sufficient 
reason for not conceding to enemies’ private ships exactly the 
same immunity which you grant to enemies’ private pro- 
perty in neutral ships. No really important belligerent 
right is saved by retaining the right to confiscate enemies’ 
ships at large on the ocean, when you have resigned all 
hold over the greater part of their commerce by exempting 
it so long as it can find a neutral carrier. It might 
have been worth while to retain the right of owdailie 
the whole commerce of a nation from the seas, but: we- 
have given up that right; we have said that an enemy 
may carry on its commerce in neutral ships if it can (exeept 
so far asa blockade is established): and’ how petty it is, 
therefore, to stick to the right of confiscating one kind of 
property only—ships, while all the rest may go free! Itis: 
disturbing the whole distribution of the commerce of the world: 
for no tangible purpose ; and, moreover, it injures England: 
greatly whenever we are engaged in war, while giving us n0 
corresponding advantage,—obliging us to find a neutral 
power to carry our merchandise, aod yet enabling us. to 
confiseate no property of material value by way of reprisals. 


But this principle stands on a wholly different basis from 
the proposed abolition of the right of commercial blockades. 
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To give up this right is to abandon a most formidable weapon, 
which really involves the naval power of this country as a 
whole. It may be for the advantage of the merchants of 
this country, considered only as a class, and apart from their 
general position as Englishmen, to terminate commercial 
blockades altogether ; but certainly it is not for the advan- 
tage of any class to forget that it forms a constituent element 
of the nation, and must flourish with its prosperity, or fall 
with its decline. 
abolishing altogether the power cf declaring a commercial 
blockade? It would be to reduce the navy from a most 
powerful instrument in warring with nations to a mere io- 
strument of warring with other navies or coast defences. It 
would, in fact, be to say,—*“ So long as your navy finds any 
resistance of a like kind to overcome, it may overcome it ; 
but when that first stage is past, and nothing remains 
except to control the actions of a disarmed Power, it shall 
be arrested and be paralysed for all further action till 
the defeated nation shall be obliging enough to create some 
other naval force expressly to find itemployment.” In short, 
the proposal is exactly the same for the navy as if the 
European Powers agreed that armies might fight armies and 
besiege defended towns, but should on no account interfere 
in any way with defenceless civilians and unprotected towns. 
That is, you may make war up to the point at which 
you approach your end in making war, but directly you 

; have overcome all obstacles, and have only to compel a 
defeated nation to do your will, your arm shall be paralysed 

: and you shall be utterly cheated of your aim. This would 
be, we say, the result, if the principle proposed for the navy 
were carried also into the army. Perhapssome one may say 
that this is caricature, since even if effective commercial 
blockades were forbidden, you would have the power to bom- 
bard seaport towns until the hostile nation chose to comply 
with your will. But it is the purest folly to suppose that 
this resource would still be practically open. ‘ What ?” it 
would be said, “have we exempted private property 
on the ocean from capture, and softened all the asperities 
of naval warfare, only to turn a tenfold tide of horror 
on to the great entrepéts of commerce? Have we 
exempted all the neutral commerce sailing to New 
York from capture, only to ensure its annihilation on 
arriving there in a sea of peaceful merchants’ blood? Is 
this the result of the new maritime Jaw that the navy, having 
no other modus operandi, is forced to take the most barbarous 
and destructive of all methods of compulsion, and finds itself 
obliged to substitute a sort of wholesale social torture for the old 
and bloodless method of blockades P” No one can imagine 
that this resource could stand for a single year after 
blockades had been abolished; or if it did in fact generally 
replace them, everybody would admit that barbarism had 
gained a great step on civilisation, not civilisation on bar- 
bariem. Navies cannot, by the nature of things, apply any 
pressure to a defenceless people except by siege or by whole- 
sale destruction of unprotected property and butchery of 
unresisting men. If the latter alternative is to be chosen, 
the humanities lose instead of gaining ; if neither is permitted, 
then a fleet becomes useless exactly at the point where it 
becomes victorious. 


The true result of the new international law would be 
to restrict the naval force of England to the task of defence 
of our own coasts, and force any Power that wished to retain 
foreign influence of any kind to rely on its army. This 
is now admitted by the disciples of Mr Cobden. Mr 
Westlake, who has ably discussed the law of blockade 
from Mr Cobien’s point of view, writes thus:—‘“It is 
“ objected that we should lose the means which we have 
“often lately employed, and sometimes in conjunction with 
“ Prance, for the coercion of small Powers, as Greece and 
“ Buenos Ayres. But the loss need not be regretted. When 
“such coercion becomes a necessity, the end may as easily 
“be attaimed by war: the ten years’ blockade of Buenos 
“ Ayres, to which afew regiments landed would have dic- 
“tated terms in a week, would lead one to say, much more 
“easily.” In other words, if England is to retain any foreign 
influence at all under such a law, it must be by virtue of her 
army, notof her navy. It is possible that some of Mr 
Cobden’s extreme sect may feel inclined to say,—-“ So much 
the better; we should cease to meddle in foreign affairs 
altogether.” We are quite sure this would not be so; we

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SHORTHORN BREEDING. 
THE WARLABY HERD.

easy for a person of wealth with some rural tastes, by main ex~- 
pense to form, and maintain for a time, a herd of Shorthorns which 
shall be greatly distinguished on the show-grounds of the various 
Societies, but such efforts are commonly spasmodic and rere: 
ending generally in an attractive sale, when the owner has become 
tired of the expense of his herd, at which the real, business-like 
Shorthorn breeders purchase, often at very high prices, such 
animals as may suit their own herds. Shorthorn breeding, like 
other branches of husbandry, must be profitable to be permanent. 
And we find accordingly that those who have really brought the 
race to its present state of perfection are the men who have made 
money by breeding, and by a steady life-long devotion of 
their peculiar talents to the one object have produced, as a trader 
would say, “a superior article.” And in so doing they have 
adopted a definite type of cattle, they have formed for themselves a 
standard to which all their animals conform, and thus other breeders, 
using their cattle, obtain the best possible guarantee for poten 
io “4 offspring the qualities and forms they admire in the parent 
Cattle. 

These reflections are induced by the perusal of a plain and 
business-like account of the herd of Mr Richard Booth, of Warlaby, 
which we find in the North British Agriculturist. Who has not 
heard of “ Booth blood”? What Sho breeder is there who 
does not understand the value in the market of stock which mee 
partakes of that blood? The late Mr Bates’ blood had and 
great celebrity and justly so, for he, like Mr Booth, was a genuine 
and original improver of Shorthorns. But the agricultural world 
has rightly conceded to Mr Booth’s stock the merit of being the 
best type of the Shorthorn which has yet been produced. 


His herd has not been the work of a day. It dates from 1790. 
The founder was Mr Thomas Booth, the father of Mr Richard 
Booth of Warlaby. As the writer in the North British Agricul- 
turist observes, the latter “has the great merit of creating the 
most magnificent herd of cattle ever produced—the animals of the 
Warlaby herd oe unequalled as regards symmetry of form, 
aptitude to acquire flesh, vigour of constitution, and general per- 
fection in all that constitutes the best type of the bovine race 
for the production of meat.” From 1814 to 1834 Mr Richard 
Booth occupied the farm of Studley, Yorkshire, and in the 
last year he sold off all his herd, with the exception of the cow 
“Tsabella.” In 1835, om his father’s death, he succeeded to 
the Warlaby farm with his father’s herd thereon. ‘This farm 
consists of 310 acres, one half being arable, the rest meadow and 
pasture land. The soil consists of a deep loam upon geval. and 
the farm adjoins the river Wiske, which occasionally floods some 
of the lower meadows. This, it is obvious, is a farm well sui 
for a breeding herd.

From these bulls are some of the 
most successful prize animals of the last 18 years. The following 
statement of the pedigrees of the dams of these bulls will show 
how closely they were bred :— : 

‘In the blood of Bracelet, the dam of Ba b we find a 
combination of the best prize-taking blood of the Shorthorns. 

“+ Bracelet’ was by Priam, a son of Isaac, and Isaac was. out-of 
Isabella, by Pilot, a prize-wimner. 
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“¢'Toy," the dam of Bracelet, was by Argus; his dam, Anna, 
by Pilot, also a prize-winner ; and Vestal, grand -dam of Bracelet, 
was also by Pilot, which shows the closeness of the breeding. 

“* Leonard’ was out of White Strawberry by Rockingham 
(2551), gd Strawberry the 2nd by Young Alexander (2977), 
gg d Strawberry by Pilot (496), 

*** Rockingham’ (2551) was by Isaac (1129),—Isabella’s son— 
dam by Julius Cesar (1143), gd Strawberry by Pilot (496). 

“* Young Alexander’ (1027)—late Fashion—was by Sir Alex- 
ander, dam Fatima by Pilot (499). 

“Tt will thus be seen in what a remarkable manner the blood of 
the celebrated bull Pilot. (496) is combined in all the bulls on their 
dam side.” 

We shall not follow the account through all the details of the 
existing herd, which would exceed our limits, but we are told that 

|| “it is among the females that a visitor to Warlaby finds the most 
to excite bis admiration,—cows and heifers possessing the recog- 
nised characteristics of the most perfect type of the Shorthorn, 
covered with thick mossy coats, indicative of sound and vigorous 
constitutions. They are of all colours,—red, dark and light roan, 
red and white, and pure white.” 

Mr Richard Booth has been a successful exhibitor since 1824, 
when “ Anna” walked from Studley to Manchester, —walked back, 
and on her return produced a heifer calf,—‘t Young Anna.” 
“ Tsabella,” the only cow retained by Mr Richard Booth in 1834, 
was also a prize-winner about the same time. But the Warlaby 
herd owes comparatively little of its fame to prize-winning, 
though it has won largely. It is to the skill which has fashioned 
the herd to the required form, and the natural and econo- 
mical manner in which the animals are reared and kept, 
that their value is mainly due. Mr Booth’s object. has 
been to improve the Shorthorn “ by developing the fore-quarters, 
and combiving with depth and frame a compactness of form, and 
an equal center fiesh and fat all over the body, with vigour 
of constitution. To be more particular, we may state that one of 
the most prominent points of the Booth Shorthorn is the beauti- 
fully laid shoulder, which passes into the crop,—the top of the 
shoulder being broad, and, like the shoulder-blade, well covered 
with flesh and fat. Depth and width of chest are also points which 
have been carefully studied. The fully developed breast and neck- 
vein, with the breast prominent between the fore-legs, are special 
characteristics of the Booth Shorthorn . ......The finely developed 
hind-quarters and loins, which have always pre-eminently distin- 
guished the Shorthorn, have been maintained in the herd; while 

| an improved character has been obtained by developing the fore- 
marters, rendering the animal more symmetrical, compact, and 
level, with the covering of fat throughout every part of the body 
more uniformly equal, The head, which is always an important 
point in high-bred animals, is in those of the Booth blood generally 
characterised by breadth of forehead, which breadth is greatest 
between the orbits, and tapers immediately below the eyes towards 
the nostrils, which are well formed. The mouth is of medium size. 
The eye is large and prominent, with a softness of expression, 
indicating a placidity of temper, with a tendency of acquiring flesh 
rapidly. The horns in most of the animals are wide set, tapering 
forward, and are of medium thickness. The neck is generally 
muscular, ually passing into the thick body. One great 
characteristic of the herd is remarkably straight limbs, with fine 
bones, fine mossy coat. of hair, and.a mellowness of touch seldom 
to be found in any other herd: ‘The animal, viewed in front, 
appears massive ; the ribs, being well arched, cause the sides to 
extend far beyond the shoulders. Viewed sideways, or from be- 
hind, the same massiveness combined with etry / is apparent 
in nearly all the animals of the Warlaby herd”

Aged bulls are kept’ separate, 
and occupy roomy sheds. In wiuter they are usually tied 
| to. a stake, being let loose sometimes for exercise. In. the 
spring and summer the bulls are allowed to graze with the 
cows, one in each field. All the buildings have a free circulation 
of air, The roof is comparatively open, many of the tiles not 
being pointed: thus the temperature within the buildings corre- 
sponds. very nearly to that out of doors. In fact, the cattle, when 

have shelter only, and this is the true way of maintaining 
health and hardihood. ‘The result is, pleuro-pneumonia has been 
unknown at Warlaby. 


‘The'management of the herd, too, is most economical, both as 
regards feeding and attendance. “ With the exception of the 
well-known ‘Cuddie ’ [the herdsman] and his wife to assist him, there 
is no other person in attendance upon the bulls, cows, and heifers. 
The farm bailiff, Mr Wm. Jacques, attends to the cows when calv- 
ing; and Mr Booth’s man-servant, John White, attends most suc- 
cessfully to the rearing of the calves. Some of the heifers are 
allowed to remain all winter in the fields, where they are fed on 
hay stacked in or near the fields in which they are kept. The 
animals thus reared do not grow so rapidly as those whieh are 
honsed’; but some of them make the finest cows, as instance, 
“Sincerity” and'< Bridal Wreath.’ Nearly all'the cows and heifers 
are in very high condition, the explanation being, that their natural 

| tendency is to acquire flesh so rapidly that there is a difficulty in 
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keeping them lean, except those cows which have.a very, abundes 
flow of the lactic fluid. The bulls are kept principally. upon. hay ts 
prevent them acquiring flesh: The calves of the cows. used 
nurses for the Shorthorn calves are reared and sold fat. at the », 
of two and a half years. These animals are never housed after 
first. winter, but are in the pasture fields during winter asd 
summer. Some of these might be mistaken for samaie imals | 
The calves generally suck their dams or have nurses with a erogs| 
or two of the Booth blood. The heifer calves are turned. | 
the summer time, along with their respective nurses, 
the exception of the bull calves and a few of the choice 
calves—the nurses of which come in to the byres to be sucked 
the calves follow their dams. The heifer calves kept at home go | 
out a part of the day in some adjoining. paddock, and are | 
liberally with linseed-cake during the first winter, when they 
turned out in spring to pasture, and some of them remain ate 
fields night and day, during summer and winter, till they are dug 
to calve. None of the cows, except those intended to be 
get any cake or meal; all those that are not. for exhibition. arg 
ept at pasture, remaining in the field during summer, night and 
day. During winter they are housed for the night, but theyre 
in the fields in the day time, and are fed with turnips led into.the 
fields; they have in their racks at. night hay or straw, accondi 
to the state they are in. Cows that are in calf, and giving no milk, 
generally lie out even in winter till they are due to calve.” 

Here we have an example of simple and natural management, 
such as any farmer with a reasonably good set of buildings might 
adopt, and which proves that, in order to have a first-rate herd of 
Shorthorns, no fancy buildings or extravagant outlays are required, 
The Warlaby herd consists of aboat.70 head, the sexes being about 
equal, but of these all the bulls, except those in use at home and 
the bull calves, are out on hire. No bull is let out till heis.a year 
old. The present bulls in use are ‘ Sir Samuel,’ roan ; '“ Lord of 
the Valley,” deep red; and ‘“' Prince Arthur,” roan... The lastbull 
left \Warlaby on hire when one year old, and did not retarnuntil 
nearly nine years old. :

SHoretqn Corresponvence. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Panis, Thursday. 

It appears quite certain that the Government will, in the next 
session of the Corps Legislatif, present a Bill for suppressing the 
monopoly of bakers in Paris and other large towns, and for 
their trade as free as that of butchers and grocers. In land of 
course there cannot be two opinions as to the propriety of 
such a measure; but in this country it encounters great 
opposition from the people who, directly or indirectly, are 
interested in the maintenance of the monopoly, and from that very 
large portion of the public who have the silliness to imegine that 
a constant supply of bread at a fair price cannot be counted on in 
large towns except by means of monopoly. Itis to be hoped, 
however, that the first mentioned class of opponents. will be put 
down as sternly as they deserve to be, and that no time will be 
in reasooing with the other. In Paris, as if the monopoly in itself 
were not grievous enough, there was established some time back 
(as your readers are aware), in connection with the bakers’ trade, 
an institution called the Caisse de la Bonlangerie,. for the purpose 
of selling bread cheaper than the cost price in the times of dear- 
ness, and, by way of compensation, dearer in the times of cheapness. 
This establishment has produced all the inconveniences that econo- 
mists predicted. It has made the common people believe that the 
Government has the power of fixing the value of articles of general 
consumption—a dangerous belief in a country in which the masses 
are of Socialist tendencies ; it caused a large influx into Paris of 
purchasers of bread when the article was to be had at less than cost 
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rice, and it has induced people to buy bread out of Paris since 
article etree pte i Saainoneste 
misrepresent uantities of flour consume in 
to obtain larger sums : e Municipality than they were 
entitled to for selling below the cost price, and to pay back less 
than ~ ought to do since they have been selling above it ; and 
it has of course caused great expense for man ent and for bor- 
the money necessary to enable bread to be sold for months to 
a population of more than a million for less than it was worth. Yet 
in- spite of all this, influential personages, and among them the 
Prefect of the Seine, insist that the Caisse de la Boulangerie ought 
to be maintained. It is absolutely impossible, however, that it can 
be worked when the baking trade becomes free. 


The principal merchants in the corn trade at Marseilles have 
received a circular from London, informing them that a meeting 
of gentlemen engaged in the shipping and corn trades in that city 
is of opinion that the freights of grain ought to be paid by weight 
instead of by measure, as has hitherto been the usage everywhere 
except in the trade with America, and requesting the views of the 
Marseilles community on the subject. It is extremely probable, 
says a letter from that city, that the Marseilles merchants will 
pronounce in favour of payment by weight, as the present system 
gives rise to many objections. 

The extensive ironworks of Imphy, in the department of the 
Nievre, whichwere under the necessity of suspending operations 
some months back, are about to be reopened by a Company which 
has, it is said, obtained permission to employ Bessemere’s system 
of manufacturing steel. Messrs Petin, Yaudet, and Co., of Rive 
de Gier, have also obtained the right to use Bessemere’s patent in 
their works of Assailly. It is probable, from the interest which 
the new system excites both in commercial and scientific circles 
and of which its adoption in two great establishments is a proof, 
that it will before the lapse of many years come into general use 
in France. 

According to the Bordeaux journals, the Government has taken 
into serious consideration the complaints made by merchants of 
Nantes and Bordeaux against the jaws relative to the taxation and 
import of sugar, and is disposed to modify those laws. But it is 
to be hoped that these journals arein error. For, to satisfy the 
merchants, it would be necessary to go back to the old system of 
ultra-protection as re imports, and to make a modification in 
taxes which would be injurious to the Treasury. 

Almost all the newspapers in France affirm that as experiments 
recently made prove that cotton can be produced in the south of 
the country, a large tract of land forming the delta of the Rhone, 
and comprised between Cette, Saint Gilles, Fourques, Arles, and 
Bouc, might advantageously be cultivated with the plant. They 
allege that the tract in question is more advantageously situated 
than the ground in which the famous Sea Islands cotton is grown 
in America, and might with no great difficulty be made to produce 
crops as abundant and as good. The tract comprises about 
375,000 acres in English measure. 

M. Jules Duval, editor of the Economiste Francais, has just 
produced, in a volume, a very complete Histoire de I’ Emigra- 
tion au XTXe Siecle; and M. Cauchy has brought out an elaborate 
treatise, in two volumes, on Ze Droit Maritime International. 
These works are published by M. Guillaumin. 

The Superior Council of Commerce, charged with an investiga- 
tion into the working of the laws relative to merchant shipping, 
has examined several witnesses, English as well as French it 
were much to be desired that the proceedings of the Council were 
published day by day, as is done in England with Parliamentary 
Committees. Publicity is the best way of eliciting full informa- 
tion, and it is only after being in possession of the fullest informa- 
tion possible that the Council can come to a wise decision. 

The Moniteur Industriel, which always pays great attention to 
the Paris letters in the Economist, but, as becomes a prohibi- 
tionist organ, never by any chance agrees with them on any sub- 
ject whatever, makes a e in the last one, on the returns 
relative to the working of the treaty of commerce, the text for 
nearly three columns of comment to the effect that the treaty has 
worked badly for France. Really the Moniteur Industriel makes 
an abusive use of the consideration one is disposed to extend to it 
as the organ of a vanquished party. It accepts no answer ; it will 
admit no facts. It maintains that when the exports of a 
country exceeds the imports, the country is ruined; and all the 
arguments and demonstrations to the contrary that can be produced 
are of no avail. It affirmed that the imports from England 
under the treaty ene the exports, and that conse- 
quently the treaty was disastrous to France. It was proved from 
a table prepared expressly by the Board of Customs that the value 
of the exports to England, even according to the French estima- 
tion, that is without the expense of carriage, commission, Custom 
dues, &c., was greater than that of the imports from England in 
whieh all sach changes are included.

THE SUPPLY OF COTTON. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Srm,—Allow me to say that your “Resources of the Cotton 
Trade for the Next Year,” in the Economusr of 15th inst., are not 
likely to be borne out by facts. 

1. You underestimate ‘‘ full consumption.” The consumption in 
1861 was not 42,000 bales o week, but 45,454 bales per week ac- 
cording to George Holt aod Co.’s statement, which is admitted to be 
the best authority. But 186] was noé a year of full consumption, 
Owing to considerable reduction having already taken place during 
the last months. In 1860 the deliveries for home consumption 
were over 50,000 bales per week: making allowance for extra 

in spinners’ hands, the real consumption, according to Holt, 
amounted to 48,523 bales per week. For the sake of round 
; we will say that full consumption in the kingdom requires 

48,000 bales a week. 

2. You underrate the consumption of the Continent. The average 
ofthe two years 1860 and 1861 has been 1,746,000 bales—say 
33,577 per week—which I will prove to you if you wish it. 

4 8. You forgot that the average weight of India cotton is only 
$80 Ibs per bale, and of Brazil cotton 180 Ibs per bale, while the 
average weight of bales consumed in Great Britain in 1861 was 
426 Ibe, and im 1860 429 Ibs. 

4. You begin your statement with the supposed stock in ports 
on 3lst December next, which is a guess, while it would be better 
to take the stock on 31st October last, which is a fact. 

_ The amount then will stand thus for England and the Con- 
tinent:—-Stock in British ports, October 31, 1862, 365,000; ditto 
ji ™ Continental ports, 50,000—total, 415,000, of which the average 
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weight at the outside is 380 lbs: these 415,000 bales are, therefore, 
equal to 370,000 bales of 426 lbs. Suppose India sends your 
1,400,000 bales during the twelve months October 31, 1862, to 
October 31, 1863, they are equal to 1,248,000 bales of 426 lbs; 
Fgypt you estimate at 200,000 hales, which I will increase to 
240,000 bales of 426 Ibs, including what goes to Marseilles and 
Trieste ; Brazil, your estimate of 150,000 of 180 Ibs, 

to 64,000 bales of 496 Ibs; and the other small kinds 25,000 bales 
of 426 lbs, which will give a total supply of 1,947,000 bales of 426 
Ibs; stock, October 31,1863, England and Continent, 123,000 
bales of 426 Ibs; would leave for consumption 1,824,000 bales of 
426 Ibs, or 35,077 bales per week. Full consumption of Great 
Britain is at least 48,000 bales per week ; ditto of Continent, 
33,577—total per week, 81,577 bales. The highest possible 
supply for the twelve months ending October 81, 1863, is therefore 
equal to 43 per cent. of full consumption, or sufficient for 2.58 days 
per week, provided always no cotton comes from America and no 
cotton goes ¢o America. 

But you will not even get the 2.58 days per week, because the 
Continent, as a whole, will take more than its proportion. Spinnio 
on the Continent has not been reduced, and, unless you prohibit 
the export of cotton from Liverpool, will not be reduced in the 
same proportion as is done at Manchester, for which I will state

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS. 


Advices from St Petersburg state that the following rates have just

Subjoined is Messrs Gribanoff, Fontaines, and Co.’s report of the trade 
of Archangel for the past season :—Rye continued throughout the whole 
of the season uninfluenced by foreign demand, and the value has been 
exclusively dependent upon local wants. Oats remained without any 
attention from abroad through the whole winter, and only at the com- 
mencement of the shipping season showed symptoma of an improvement. 
As to linseed, purchases were effected in the interior, at rates not war- 
ranted at all by consuming markets abroad. During the shipping season 
the sudden advance which took place abroad in this article more than 
justified their expectations. Fiax goods bad been very much depressed 
indeed, in consequence of the American war, though now and then pros- 
pects of a peaceable arrangement celled forth an occasional improvement. 
During the shipping season, however, when the continuance of ‘hostilities 
produced extraordinarily short arrivals of cotton in Europe, an advance 
of at least 30 per cent. was established on all descriptiags of flax goods, 
so that holders have been enabled to realise very extreme figures for their 
stocks. Tar and pitch were naturally likely to experience a brisk 
demand, provided any continuance of the unfortunate struggle in America 
was probable, but the most sanguine expectationa have. been surpassed, 
and prices show an advance of 100 per cent, between the begiuning and 
the end of the year. 

The steamer from the West Indies brought the subjoined commercial 
news:—At Jamaica, from whence our date is to the 4th ult., the coffee 
crop was coming in, but business was by no means brisk. From St 
Lucia, to October 10, we learn that in dry goods there was nothing 
doing. Advices from Demerara are to the 7th ult. The weather had 
been dry during the fortaight, and very favourable for the io gathering of 
the crop. The exports for the fortnight had been—Sugar, 1,222 hhds, 15 
tierces, 209 barreis; rum, 425 puncheons, 141 bbds, 45 barrels; molasses, 
524 casks; timber, 1,500 feet; charcoal, 1,150 barrels; cocoa-nute, 
24,446; shingles, 200,000. 

From the Pacific, the annexed commercial information has been re- 
ceived, since our last:—In Chili, an increased duty had been assessed on | 
all cotton goods imported, the general average increase being about 10 
per cent. upon the former duties. At Valparaiso, the influx of seeking 
tonnage since the departure of the last mail had been extraordinary. 
The Peruvian guano agents were in the market requiring tonnage for 
Great Britain, but up to date had not been able to close for a single vessel 
at their offer (3/ per ton). 

Scarcely any change took place in the position of the freight market 
during the past month, A fair average business, however, was trens- 
acted in most trades, and, in some instances, a slight advance in prices 
was obtained. The coal contracts were limited to 22,500 tons, wholly on 
account of the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company.

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS, 

The Liverpool cotton market having become somewhat ‘more 
active, the demand for goods and yarns in the manufacturing 
districts has improved, and, océasionally, prices have slightly 
advanced. The business doing, however, has been by no means 
extensive. Iron has changedjhands slowly, but at full quotations, 
Coals have sold briskly, and are rather dearer. 

MANCHESTER, Dec. 4.—There has been an active, almost urgent 
demand this week from various of the nearer markets, as also from 
the home trade, but with few signs of inquiry from more distant 
quarters. The Germans had on Tuesday the best mail they have 
had for some time, and were eager buyers of the better classes of 
yaros. The Greeks were very ready in taking the lower numbers, 
up to 24’s, along with tanjibs and T’cloths, partly for Levant con- 
sumption and partly on speculation. For South America, and 
even for the States, some buyers have been operating. The 

rinters, who at the end of last week were reducing their offers, 

ave raised their terms and bought freely. ‘The home trade have 
been trying to renew their exhausted stocks, and as they cannot 
get supplied from their wonted makes, have fallen upon India 
and China shirtings for bleaching and dyeing, aud have trans- 
formed some lots of T’cloths into domestics. The India merchants 
have executed orders for twist, but otherwise have been almost 
unaffected by the rising prices and active cotton market. It is 
reported, however, that there have been some faint preparations 
for buying for China, which may, or may not, take effect. Glasgow 
and Nottingham have made fair purchases of fine yarns, whilst of 
32’s, which are those now most in use in this district, purchases 
have been made at 1d to 1$d per lb advance, rates being raised 
nominally almost 3d per lb over the low sales of a fortnight ago.
